REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


For THE YEAR Enpinc Marcu, 1885. 





To rae Crrizens or NorrincHam:—In giving you a brief 
report of the condition of the schools under our care we have 
to congratulate you with what we believe to be with few ex- 
ceptions, a very successful year’s work. 

In point of flowery expression we do not expect our report 
to compare with the one rendered by our’predecessor. We 
think, speaking of our schools collectively, they are as good 
as last year, but when we come to consider each district sep- 
arately we cannot conscientiously represent them all in the 

highest degree, and we think you will all concur with us by 
saying that the years-are quite exceptional when any com- 
mittee can. 

The amount of money appropriated for the support of 
schools for the year ending March, 1885, was $1,500.85. 
This amount was appropriated to each school district as fol- 
lows:

TEXT BOOKS. 

No change in text books has been made the past year. 
We give below a list of what has been adopted and is now 
used in our schools. Lippincott’s Readers, Munro’s Spellers, 
Harper’s Geographies, White’s Arithmetics, Swinton’s & 
Harvey’s Grammars, Meservey’s Book-Keeping. 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. (Square.) 

Summer term, 9 weeks ; whole number of pupils, 31; aver- 
age daily attendance, 26; wages per month including board, 
$30; Miss Emma Bartlett, of Lee, teacher. Miss Bartlett is a 
teacher of some experience, well qualified, modest and un- 
assuming; she seemed to have gained the good will of the 
scholars; under such circumstances we might expect some 
improvement if not meeting every expectation. She failed to 
arouse the enthusiasm of the scholars to vigorous study, and 
advancement was not as marked as desired. 

Winter term, 15 weeks; whole number of pupils, 325 ay- 
erage nuinber, 29; average daily attendance, 26; wages 
per month, including board, $36. Mr. Walter D. Adams, 
of Deerfield, teacher. This term under the management of 
Mr. Adams, a young man with qualifications too well known 
for me to enlarge upon, having taught this school several 
terms, was well acquainted with the wants and dispositions 
of the scholars and a,good work was accomplished. 

JosEPH N. Cititey, Prudential Committee. 
DISTRICT NO. 2. (Tavern HItt.) 

Summer and fall terms, 8 and 1l weeks; whole number of 
pupils, 5; average number, 5; average daily attendance, 4 ; 
wages per month including board, $20; Miss Hattie A. 
Tucker, of Deerfield, teacher. This school is one of the 
smallest in town in number of scholars as well as in size. 
We were much pleased to note the deep interest Miss Tucker 
took in her small scholars ; for them to improve the most they 
could, was the point aimed at while under her care. The 
school was a success.

DISTRICT NO. 3. (Movuntary.) 


Summer term, 8 weeks; whole number of pupils, 12; 
average number, 11; average daily attendance, 10; wages 
per month including board, $26; Mr. Chas. K. Jenness, of 
West Epping, teacher. Mr. Jenness began his labors in this 
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school an entire stranger. At the close of the school he wes 
acquainted and liked by all in the district. He won a high 
reputation as a good teacher in this school. His scholars 
were trained so they were able to define any of the words in 
their reading lessons; thus they were able to get an under- 
standing of what they read. We think this a good point 
in any teacher. The school was very successful. ‘The dis- 
trict regretted much the decision of Mr. Jenness in not  tak- 
ing the fall term. 

Fall term, 10 weeks; whole number of pupils, 14; aver- 
age number, 13; average daily attendance, 13; wages per 
month including board, $24; Mr. Geo. E. W. Durgin, 
teacher. This was Mr. Durgin’s first attempt at teachings 
He manifested a good degree of industry and a love for the 
work, and gained the approbation of the parents and the good 
will of the scholars. The school made marked improvement. 
We prophecy that Mr. Durgin, with experience, will make a 
very able teacher.

Summer and fall terms, 7 4-5 and 9 4-5 weeks; whole 
number of pupils, 18; average number, 13 and 12; average 
daily attendance, 12 and 11; wages per month including 
board, $26; Miss Adda Lake, of Deerfield, teacher. Both 
terms of this school were under the instruction of Miss Lake. 
She is one of the veterans in school work. One point in the 
scholars of this school is that they want to accomplish too 
much in a short time, and are not apt to be thorough. At 
the close of the first term we were not satisfied with the 
work. ‘The last term we were better satisfied, and think the 
fault referred to had been eradicated in a measure.

SpecraL Novick To PRUDENTIAL ComMMItTEEs, TEACHERS, 
AND Orners.—‘'The Prudential Committee shall select and 
hire teachers for the district, provide them board, fur- 
nish necessary fuel, make such occasional repairs of the 
schoolhouse and furniture as may be necessary, not exceed- 
ing in amount five per cent. of the school money of the 
district, notify the Superintending School Committee of the 
commencement and close of the school, and give them such 
information and assistance as may be necessary for the per- 
formance of their duties.” —Gen. Laws, chap. 87, sect. 14. 
‘‘Hivery teacher, at the close of his school and at the end of each 
term thereof, shall make a return of such register or record to 
the School Committee of the town, who shall give to him a cer- 
tificate thereof; and no teacher shall receive payment for 
his services until such certificate is produced and delivered 
to the Prudential Committee.” —Gen. Laws, chap. 89, sect. 16.
